SCHOOL REPORT. 


Tue Superintending School Committee, in compliance with law 
and established usage, submit their annual report. They deeply 
feel their inability, in their necessarily brief review of the sever- 
al schools, to do ample justice to each, and to note all the points 


- of excellence or deficiency, asa stimulus or warning for the fu- 


ture, but as far as they are able, they will endeavor to give a true 
representation of each school, as it has appeared to them. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 

Prudential Committee, A.BuckMInsSTER, THomAS NicnHo.s,G. P. 
Fett. Summer Term—First Department. Teacher, Miss E. 
S. ALLISON. 

The Teacher of this school possesses literary qualifications of 
the highest order. The school appeared well at its commence- 


_ ment, and for a time moved on in perfect harmony. Your coms 


mittee are of the opinion that the Teacher discharged her duties 
faithfully and labored with :a conscientious regard for the best 
good of her scholars. Disaffection, however, crept into the school 
and the earnest efforts and superior attainments of the instructress, 
were not appreciated and profited by by her pupils as they should 
have been. Many left the school before itsclose. This is not 
only disagreeable to the teacher and ruinous to the highest pros- 
perity of a school, but wholly wrong. Parents, who allow their 
children to quit school on account of some little prejudice which 


. they harbor, donot rightly discharge their responsibilities. No 


scholar in this department had any just reason to complain of 
the privileges which the summer school afforded them. 

~ Second Department.—Teacher, Miss S. E. Ropsins. The Com- 
mittee were very fortunate in securing the services of a teacher who 
had previously done the district excellent service and endeared 


/ herself to all the members of this school. It is sufficient to say 
that in every respect the school was highly successful and profita- 
ble. All the requisites of a good school were evidenced at the 


closing examination—good order, prompt answers—thorough and 
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systematic instruction. The classesjn Colburti’s Arithmetic, are 
particularly deserving of commendation. 

Third Deparlment.—Teacher, Miss Aucusta Ames.- Here is 
the place where the twig is bent. The first impressioris of school 
are acquired here. Itis immensely important that the person en- 
trusted with the management of this school, should possess a pa- 
tient, gentle and forgiving spirit. It is the opinion of your com- 
mittee that the Teacher was peculiarly adapted to the position in 
which she was placed. - A conscientious regard for the present and 
future welfare of her pupils, was the ruling motive of her aetion. 
The school was well managed and well taught. The chief thing 
in this department is good management. If nothing evilis learn- 
ed, the school made pleasant to the young pupils, and good habits 
are here induced, the mission of this school is accomplished. 


Winter Term—First Department. Teacher, CuarLes Corey,

We cannot hope to add anything to the laurels of this experi- 
enced and very successful teacher by any praise we may bestow. 
The school, however, was well managed and well instructed. This 
school is not every thing we could wish. There are yet many 
wrongs init to be righted, for which tve teacher is not responsible 
and which he cannot expurgate. We have watched this school 
with interest in the relations we have sustained to it, as teacher 
and superintendent, and we must honestly say that we think that 
Mr. Corey’s services here, for the two past years, reflect not only 
the highest honor upon himself, as a thorough, faithful, zealous 
and efficient instructor, but are deserving of the warmest thanks 
and gratitude of every parent in the district. If all the scholars 
in this school had discharged their duties with the fidelity which 
characterized the teacher, the school would have come fully up to 
eur highest ideal of the district school, as it should be. Unfortu- 
nately, however, there were some who did not always willingly 
submit to the reasonable requirements of the teacher—who. tres= 
passed upon the rules of common civility in the school in the see- 
ond department, and frittered away a portion of their time in idle 
loafing about the streets. 

In all kindness we would say to these young men, you must re- 
form these practises altogether, or an indignant community will 


shut you out from the privileges of school. 
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We were pleased to see so good a report in relation to compo- 
sition-writing, an indispensable part of education, the importance 
of which the committee have endeavored to enforce in all the 
schools in town. We would be glad to say the same in relation 
to whispering, but facts will hardly warrant it. The scholars in 
this school, are mainly, responsible for this evil. Many of them 
cordially lent their aid to the teacher to eradicate it. Alarge ma- 
jority of the school, are deserving of the highest commendation for 
the unexcepticnable manner in which they discharged their duties. 

Second Depariment.—Teacher, George H. Russery. The dis- 
cipline in this school, which is very important, we are happy to 
believe improved very much towards theclose. The teacher was 
much annoyed, during the winter, by the unwelcome presence and 
disgraceful conduct of scholars from the school above. We hope 
the district will take prompt measures to prevent any thing of the 
kind in future. We must frankly say, that the examination did 
not evidence that thoroughness in instruction, which is desirable. 

The motto in any school, should be, ‘‘How well,” not, ‘“How 
much.” : 

Third Department.—Teacher, Miss Saran E. Rossins. The 
eharacter of this school was equally as meritorious as in the sum- 
mer term. 

Fourth Department.—Teacher, Miss Avausta Ames. ‘The 
good character which the teacher earned in the summer term, was 
fully sustained. Good order and good improvement. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 
Prudential Committee, ARcHELAUS CraciIn. Summer Term— 
_ Teacher, Miss M. E. McCoy. 


This school was much smaller than formerly, numbering only 
about twenty-five. It was a very harmonious and happy school 
and the improvement was fair, though there was not that entire 
readiness and thoroughness exhibited on examination day, which 
we delight above all things to see. 

Winter -~Term.—Teacher, Miss M. E. McCoy, There were 
many good points about the school, as the utmost good feeling be- 
tween the teacher and scholars. The discipline was good, though 
perhaps not quite strict enough for the best interests of the school. 
A few scholars, who had improved their opportunities, gave good 
evidence of scholarship, but many had evidently not studied, or

if they had, to little purpose, as their ideas of their studies, were 
too indefinite to be called knowledge. ‘There were too many hes- 
itating, drawling readers, a characteristic we wish to see banished 
from our schools. 

DISTRICT NO. 3 
Prudential Committee, Asen Wiper, Jx.—Summer Term. 

Teacher, Miss M. Frances Smiru. 

This was the first experience of the teacher. * She succeeded 
well in gaining the affection and confidence of her pupils, and 
gave,a happy direction to their juvenile efforts. The school was 
very harmonious throughout and commendable improvement made 
in all the branches. 

We do not think the teacher erred in too great rigidity of dis- 
cipline, and yet the order was satisfactory. We are happy to see 
one, possessing superior literary attainments, entering upon the 
duties of instructress with every prospect of future usefulness and 
autcess. 

Winter Term.—Teacier, Miss S. E. Roszins. In all respects 
a good school. ‘The discipline was strict; a spirit of harmony and 
subordination pervaded the school; and the instruction was thor- 
ough as evinced by the great promptness and thoroughness of the 
scholars at the examination. . We are happy to see the character 
of ss school greatly redeemed and improved. 

DISTRICT NO. 6 
Prudential Committee, MR. FRANKLIN Dasee. Summer School. 

Teacher, CATHARINE SMITH. 

The school was small, but its close gave good evidence of the 
faithfulness and ability of the teacher. There were a few exam- 
ples of good scholarship in this school. 

Winter Term.—Teacher Aturrep Heatp. ‘This school was 
poorly represented at its close, only one half its full number being 
present. ‘The teacher, though inexperienced, was qualified for his 
place, and the school made good improvement. 

DISTRICT NO. 6. 
‘Prudential Comnittee, Ert Spanpina. Summer ‘Term.— 
‘Teacher, Mrss CuarLorre McCoy. 

This school was small and the scholars generally quite young. 
The teacher has endeared herself very much to the scholars in this 
district. There was not, at the closing examination, quite so 
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much of the wide-awake spirit munifested by the pupils, as would 


have been pleasing to your Committee. The school appeared te 
have been well instructed; and the order was commendable. We 
Saw some evidence of a habit of aiding the scholars too much in 
answering questions. ‘This is very objectionable, as it has a ten- 
dency to destroy that self-relianae which should be inculcated.: In 
reading, especially, it very much retards progress. We do not 
speak of this here, as being peculian to this school. We have 
witnessed the same in other schools and wish to discourage it. 

Winter Term.—Teacher, Miss Cuartorrs McCoy. The school 
Wwas harmonious and successful. Some of the older scholars ac+ 
quitted themselves with great credit at the examination. The 
instruction was generally thsrough. We must except, however, a 
young class in Colburn’s Arithmetic, which was not very ready 
and attentive. The order was good, considering that the house 
was so cold, that no onc in it could bo comfortable. 

DISTRICT NO. 7. 

Prudential Committee, Jonn W. Horr. Summer Term.—Teach= - 

er,~Miss Heren M. Gray. + ; ; 


This was one of our best summer schools. The discipline was 
excellent and the instruction thorough. We have rarely attended 
a closing examination of a school, that gave us more pleasure and 
satisfaction. We can heartily commend the instructress for het 
‘diligencs, tact and perseverance, and congratulate her upon het 
usual complete success. The scholars, too, are entitled to com+ 
mendation for the great kindness and respect manifested towards 
their teacher. ‘This term of school was for them a happy season 
-for improvement, and they were not ungrateful for it. 

Winter Term.—Teacher, Josepu Mouxtton. The literary qual- 
ifications of this teacher, were quite satisfactory, but this is not 
the essential requisite to success. We have no doubt he labored 
hard and endeavored to discharge his duties well, but unfortunate- 
ly, he had not quite enough of the fortiter in re to command the 
obedience of his pupils. ‘The examination evinced quite as much 
improvement as was expected under the circumstances. ‘The 
school might have done worse, and ought to have done better.

Prudential Committee, Jones Dooce. Summer Term.—Teacher, _ 
Miss M. E. Dennis. 


The school was quite small at the commencement, and smaller

‘at the close, un account of some misunderstanding in regard to 
‘the length of the term. Those scholars present at the closing ex- 
amination, in their deportment and recitations reflected much cred- 
‘it upon themselves and their teacher. The school was quite sat- 
isfactory in every respect. 

Winter Term.—Teacher, Miss M. E. Dennis. A gemofa 
*schocl, small but very precious, the teacher conscientiously devo- 
“ting her best energies and qualifications with the best effect to tae 
-good of her pupils, and they appreciating her efforts, striving to 

improve their opportunities. The final examination was very 
gratifying, proving that the instruction had been thorough and 
“that the scholars had been faithful and industrious. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 
Prudential Committee, JooN WiLpER. Summer Term.—Teach- 
er, ANN Lovisa DAvIs. 
Miss Davis had done exceilent service in this district previous- 
‘ly, and her worth, as a teacher, was duly appreciated. We con- 
gratulate the district that they were again enabled, through the 
‘vigilance of the committee, to entrust their children to the guid- 
‘ance of one so competent and faithful. A thorough scholar her- 
‘self, her method of instruction is well calculated to inculcate a 
‘great degree of accuracy in her pupils. The elementary princi- 
ples of good elocution were carefully attended to and hence, the 
‘commendable progress in reading. All of the branches were well 
‘taught, good order maintained, and the improvement very satis- 
factory. 

Winter Term —Teacher, Samurs,SmiruH. The teacher is a 

‘thorough scholar. It is a matter of regret to all concerned that 

his labors should have been crowned with no better success. At the 

“commencement the school gave much promise and was regarded 
by both members ‘of the committee as one of the best. At the 
close the number of pupils had depreciated from 47 to 17. Your 
“committee are not able to state all the causes that led to this re- 
‘duction of scholars. The infliction of corporal punishment ‘by the 
“teacher, in a particular case, was probably the immediate exciting 
‘cause. 
With regard to the severity of the punishment, we have had no 
“means of accurate information. Unnecessary and passionate cru- 
‘elty on the part of any teacher, disqualify him to discharge right- 
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ly his responsibilities. On the other liand, timely and proper 
punishment for disobedience and obstinacy, should never lead pa- 
rents to express and manifest too much sympathy for the offender. 
A neglect to force obedience in the beginning, often paves the way 
for a severity of punishment, whici firmness and decision would 
have obviated. Those scholars present at the examination, acquit- 
ted themselves creditably. It is the opinion of the committee that 
the teacher’s system of instruction, Was systematic and thorough. 
DISTRICT NO. 10. 

Prudential Committce, H.D. Wasuspurn. Summer Term.— 

Teacher, Miss J. AnpyE DENNIs. 

This school was small and short, only five weeks. The teacher 
was active and faithful, and marked improvement was made. Par- 
ticularly in reading, by the youngest pupils, 

Winter Term.—-Teacher, Miss Aucusra F. Ames. Altogethey 
this was one of our most successful schools, if we are to. grade it 
by the good work done, and the improvement made. There was. 
a general promptness and thoroughness at the examination, which, 
showed that the teacher understood her business, and had faith- 
fully attended to it. We were particularly pleased to find no 
drawling reading here, evenin the youngest classes. 

DISTRICT NO®. 11. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. SrernHen D. Rosse, Teacher, Miss, 

Hewen J. Griy, anl Cuartotre McCoy. 

This school commenced under the most favorable auspices, un-. 
der the charge of Miss Gray, who had previously won a good rep- 
utation here among scholars and parents. The school was very- 
harmonious and prosperous. Unfortunately ill-health compelled 
the teacher to retire from the school at the end of seven weeks.— 
It was continued after a short vacation, under the charge of Miss, 
McCoy. At the close the school appeared to have been well dis- 
ciplined and well instructed. The parents in this district look 
carefully after the school, and hence, the usual good success that, 
characterizes it. Both teachers discharged their duties well. 

DISCTRIT NO. 12. 
Prudential Committee, P. R. Davis. Winter Term,—Teacher, 

Miss C. A. Sporrurp. , 

This was the first experience of the teacher, and we are happy 
that one so persevering and worthy, acquitted herself with so 


much credit to herself and Satisfaction to the district. The schol+ 

ars made excellent progress in the several branches attended to,

and the school was inevery respect successful and praise-worthy.

Such have been our schools the past year, and when we take a 


-general view of them, though they may be better than many years 


ago, still wé see room and a pressing need for improvements. - But 


.improvement in our schools, like all healthy growth, must be grad- 


ual, and the natural.result of wise measures zealously adopted, 
and patiently carried out. 

The first requisite of a good school is a good teacher, not sim- 
ply one who can get through with a school without getting turned 
out, either by the scholars, or by a vote of the district, but one in 
all respects qualified. And herein let the prudential committee 
magnify his office, when he is about to engage a teacher. It js

no common business transaction. Neither convenience, favoritism, 

the mill rule, of ‘first come first served,” or the popular rule of 
giving it to the cheapest, or the lowest bidder, has anything to do 
withit. He is engaging an artist of the highest order to develop 

the minds of the young, to form their characters after noble and 

worthy models, and to train them for usefulness and respectability. 

He cannot, therefore, be too careful, or too scrupulous. 


The relative merits of male and female teachers for our winter 
schools, has becom? a question of much practical importance.— 
Females are cheaper. There are more female candidates than male, 
consequently a larger number to select from; and if you take those 
educated mostly at home, their literary qualifications are gen= 
erally superior. But they undoubtedly have other qualifications, 
which no schools can give, as their finer sensibilities, their sweet- 
ness in manner, and their overflowing kindness of heart, that pre- 
eminently qualify them to allure and attach the young, and to 
guide them in the paths of knowledge. It has been said that a 
man was as much out of his place in the school-room, as in the 
nursery. No safer rule could be adopted for the present than the 
comparative statistics of our schools will readily afford. 


The present condition of miny of our schools, and the lazy, 
slipshod method of some of our teachers, demand a few words 
on thoroughness of instruction. It is the one thing needful in 
teaching. It is the only thing, that can develop rightly the mind 
and train it for practical life. The slovenly scholar, who only half 
learns his lessons, and can never give a full, or intelligible answet 
to a question, becomes a sloven from habit and carries his charac- 
ter into all futnre business. Let 1 the instruction be thorough. 
One book well learned, is better than ten or a hundred merely . 
‘skated over. To insure thorough .ess frequent and repeated re-_ 
views arenecessary. In intellectual training as in moral, it must 
be ‘‘line upon line and precept upon precept.” 


The Committee regret to find Colburn’s Arithmetic so generally 
fallen into neglect and disrepute. ‘This has been called the only 
perfect book. However that may be, it is the best book we have 
to discipline the mind and fix the attention. But it must be taught 
thoroughly to be of any use. Let its use be revived and let it be 
thoroughly taught, so that every question can be repeated after 
the teacher and the solution readily given. 


~ 
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But the most important question connected with our schools is 
their moral tone and character. The statute that creates our 
schools imposes upon their guardians the obligation of training 
the young in morality and virtue. But there is a higher author- 
ity even than the statute book, peremptorily imposing the same 
obligation, the soul’s Magna Charta of mglits and privileges de- 
rived from its Creator at birth. If you would make a monster of 
a man, develop his intellect and dwarf or let run wild his moral 
nature. Develop and train his whole being and he will be all his 
finite nature will allow. Is the moral condition of our schools 
cared enough for? There are many indications, that it is not.— 
That there is much profanity and indecency of language in many 
of them, is notorious. We would urge the parents to be awake to 
this crying and growing evil. If your neighbor’s house is on fire, 
yours can be no longer safe. School meetings should be called in 
reference to this subject. By-laws should be adopted prohibiting 
the evils named, with many others of a kindred nature, and a com- 
mittee of vigilance appointed to see those laws enforced. Much 
might be done in this way to correct the existing evils, when all 
our schools would become the nurseries of gentleness, good man- 
ners and good morals, 

A proposition will be made to the town to unite school districts 
No. Gand I0. It is the opinion of your committee, that a very 
large proportion of the inhabitants of both districts, will be great- 
ly benefited by this union. The school houses are antiquated and 
one good house will accommodate all.
